SILVER-RESUMPTION. 

AN INTERVIEW WITH SENATOR JONES, OF NEVADA 
—HIS PROPOSED BILLS—CONGRESSMAN FULLER 
AND THE WALLINGFORD CLAIM. 

From Our Own Correspondent, 

Wasuinorox, D. C., Feb. 23.—There is pros- 
pect of a diversion of the discussion of the cur- 
repcy-conundrum, upon the introduction by 
Senator Jones, of Nevada, of his bill to provide 
for silver-resumption. It will be into a new 
field, of which the vast financial talent that, 
from the cross-roads and ward-caucuses, finds 
its way into Congress, is, if possible, iu even 
denser ignorance than of all that pertains to 
paper currency. It is not improbable, there- 
fore, that the vast financial talent aforesaid will, 
prompted by its own inspired idiocy, hasten to 
embark upon this new field, to the multiplication 
of projects for the payment of the back debt 
without its costing a dollar. Neither is it alto- 
gether improbable that the political consid- 
erations now moving to bring about an 
evasion of the question of specie-resump- 
tion will lead voters with alacrity to seize 
upon this}new phase of the question, in order 
to escape the growing peril of an irreconcilable 
split upon that issue. Senator Jones is as yet 
far from having completed the details of his 
plan; but he has settled upon the leading fea- 
tures, which, it is currently reported, are ap- 
proved by s number of leading inflationists, 
though as yet the subject has only been pri- 
vately canvassed, and, outside a select circle, 
next to nothing is known of it. Yet the bill is 
awaited with considerable interest, partly be- 
cause the Nevada Senator, being a man of mill- 
ions, is, in some sort, looked upon as a reposi- 
tory of financial wisdom, but more because, 
to probably a majority of politicians here, any 
decision upon the currency-resumption issue, 
as it has been and is being canvassed, would be 
hailed as a deliverance from a trying dilemma. 
And Dr. Linderman, Director of the Mint, who 
hae been considering Senator Jones’ plan, though 
not yet prepared to give bis views upon it, told 
me, the other day, that it would lead to a wider 
discussion than had yet been had upon the cur- 
ren cy-problem.

The rentals are extraordinary, as will be 
seen by a few instances. The average rental 
of land in England and Wales is $15 per 
acre. The income of the 100 landed aristo- 
crats, who hold 3,850,000 acres, therefore, is 
$57,750,000 per annum. The Duke of Drv- 
onsHIRE has an income of $1,257,435; the 
Duke of Boron, $513,835; the Earl of 
Dersy, $709,035; the Earl of CaRxiszz, 
$715,950; the Duke of Cievenanp, $737,- 
555; the Colleges of the Universities of Ox- 
ford and Cambridge, the immense sum of 
$2,057,820; the Ecclesiastical Commission- 
ers, $1,556,040; the Prince of Warn, or the 
Duchy of Cornwall, $156,460 ; and the Duchy 
of Lancaster, $104,710. Mr. Drsrazus, the

But these gentlemen say their object is to 
avoid contraction. If the $30,000,000 gold 
annually taken from the people be locked up 
or buried, it will be just as much contraction 
as if the same amount of currency was re- 
tired; but if the gold was paid out for notes 
as received, there would be no contraction, be- 
cause the gold would equal the greenbacks 
retired. Hence, it is not necessary to lock 
up the gold for ten or fifteen years and pro- 
duce a gold stringency in both Europe and 
America, which would disturb all values and 
depreciate the value of the greenbacks. 

Locking up the gold is even a greater con- 
traction than burning an equal amount of 
dollars in eurrency, to the extent that the 
purchasing power of the gold in the hands 
of the people will be greater than that of the 
paper. To fund the currency in to3.65 bonds 
would leave the gold in circulation, and to 
satisfy the debtor class, and to enable them 
to pay their paper contracts in paper, the 
bonds themselves might be made legal-ten- 
ders for all debts contracted before their 
issue, and this would prevent all contraction. 
Then release the banking capital of the coun- 
try from the absurd restrictions which now 
prevent the issue of gold notes at a profit, 
/and the banks will furnish an abundance of 
gold-note currency and redeem it on demand. 
But this is too plain, simple, businesslike, and 
sensible for the comprehension of the aver- 
age Congressman, who wants something com- 
plex, mysterious, and wonderful. 

Of all the schemes the gold-hoarding plan is 
the most objectionable, the most costly, and 
the most hazardous. It proposes the storage 
in the Treasury of thirty millions of gold an- 
nually, there to remain accumulating during

THE BOSTON & ALBANY. 
INVESTIGATION BY A LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Fribune. 
SPRINGFIELD. Mass., Feb. 24.—An interesting 
investigation began yesterday before a commit- 
tee of the Legislature, namely: of the charges 
brought against the Boston & Albany Railroad 
management by Francis B. Hayes, one of the 
State Directors of that road. The most im- 
portant of these charges, or at least the 
one of most general interest, involves what 
Mr. Hayes considered decidedly sharp 
practice on the part of Chester W. Chapin, 
President ot the Boston & Albany, in connection 
with the lease of the Ware River Railroad. He 
charges that President Chapin negotiated the 
lease on terms peculiarly favorable to the bond- 
holders, and that, at the time the lease was 
made, a majority of the bonds were held by Mr. 
Chapin himself, or by members of his family, 
and that thus Chapin made a mighty good thing 
for himself at the expense of the road of which 
he is President, and whose interests he ought 
to have particularly looked to. Such s charge 
as this, coming from one of the State Directors, 
supposably able to back up his assertions with 
proofa, excited general inquiry, and set people 
to examining into the matter. 
THE FACTS ABOUT THE WARE RIVER LEASE, 
as published and not denied by the Boston & 
Albany management, are in substance these : 
Tne Ware River Railroad Company was organized 
in 1867 for the purpose of building a railroad 
from Palmer, on the Boston & Albany line about

own as one of the railroad kings of the East. 

He is now not far from 80 years old, baving been 
born at Ludlow. Deo. 16, 1798. is boy- 
hood was spent a arm in 
Cuicopee, and i early education 
was gained in the district school, supple- 
mented by a few months at the Westfield Acad- 
emy. At 21 he came to Springfield, and for two 
years tended bar in the hotel then kept by his 
brother. He then opened a store in Chicopee, 
and stayed there for several years. In 1827 ne 
sold out his store and bought an interest in the 
stage line between Hartford, Conn., and Brattle- 
boro, Vt., and fora time drove stage himself. 
In 1830, a steamer line was established on the 
Connecticut River, between Springfield and 
Hartford, and Mr. Chapin seeing in this an im- 
provement on his stage line, bought the boats 
the following year, and run them till they, in 
turn, were. superseded by the raiiroad in 1844, 
Into this Hartford and Springfield railroad proj- 
ect Mr. Chapin threw himself with ail the eu- 
ergy of his nature. In 1842 he became a Di- 
rector and acted as agent of the road till its 
completion to Springfield three years later. 
Through all the és and consolidations of this 
road, now the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford, he has kept his Directorship, and is now 
said to be the heaviest individual stockholder, 
with the exception of Commodore Vanderbilt. 
The Conrecticut River Railroad was finished to 
Northampton in 1846, and he became a Director 
in that also, retaining the position till the pres- 
ent time. About 1846 he was extensively en- 
gaged in mail contracta in Texas. In that year 
he established the Agawam Bank in Springfield ; 
was for a short time its President, and remain 

a Director till the organization of the Chapin 
Banking and Trust Company, of which institu- 
tion he is now the President, 

In 1850 he became a Director of the Western 
Railroad, though not at that time owning a dol- 
lar of its stock, Before the close of that vear he 
was elected President of the Connecticut River 
Road, which office he held till 1854, mean- 
time having given up his Directorship in 
the Western. His management of this 
road was so successful that in 1854 be was ten- 
dered the Presidency of the Western. This 
offered a wider field for his ambition, and he ac- 
cepted, thus entering upon the great work of his 
lifa,—the building up of the Boston & Albany 

ilroad. Under his skillful hand the Western 
Road was soon greatly improved, its facilities 
largely increased, and it began to pay handsome 
dividends. He labored strongly for the con- 
solidation of the Western Road with the Boston 
& Worcester, and when this was accomplished, 
Dec. 1, 1867,—making the present Boston & Al- 
bany,—he set to work in developing the consoli- 
dated line, Mainly in consequence of his work 
the . Albany is now one of the best- 
equi roads in the country. In addition to 
lus railroad operations in Massachusetts, he is 
largely interested in the New York Oentral 
& Hudson River Road, and has been a 
Director there since 1868. He is also 
copnected with several steamboat lines running 
from Hartford and New Haven. 

In politics Mr. Chapin is a Democrat. He 
was a member of the State Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1858, but, until his election to Oon- 
gress as Mr. Dawes’ successor, in 1874, held no 
prominent public office: As a business man he 
is cool, reserved, and cautious, with a wonderful 
tenacity of facts, and the ability to state a case 
with ciearness and force. He hasn't any per- 
sonal popularity to speak of, clings to his money 
pretty closely sometimes, and is considered not

OBITUARY. 

JOHN ROGERS. 
be last mail brings us the sad intelligence of 
the death of our old friend and neighbor, John 


Rogers, an old resident of Chicago, and for 
many years one of our most respected citizens. 
The experience of his earthly life has closed at 
the ripe age of 86 years,—to him years checkered 
with some lights and many deep shadows of 
varying fortunes. He died at Wurteboro, in Sal- 
hvyan County, New York, among his old friends 
and relations, after a protracted period of sick- 
ness and infirmity. 

Mr. Rogers was a sincere and earnest Chris- 
tian, true to every call of duty, charity, and ro- 
ligion, and it seems emivently right and proper 
that a passing tribute to his memory shoald be 
paid by those who were formerly unit- 
ed to him m the bends of church-fel- 
lowship and social i intercourse. His 

kind and benevolent heart was full of sympathy 
for hie fellow-men, and his zeal for the Church 
of Christ and its welfare was only limited by his 
power to aid her, not only with best counsels 
and efforts, bat to the utmost extent of his pe- 
ouniary ability,—aod, indeed, so unbounded was 
his generosity in this respect, that when called 
upon for aid im some pressing necessity of the 
church, or charitable work, the applicant was 
sometimes obliged from a simple sense 

: justice to limit the amount which 

bis benevolent heart and ready band 
was free to supply. He was a member of 
St. James Church of this city from ite first es- 
talitishment, serving most of the time both in 
Vestry and as Senior Warden, aad in its ear- 
lier history gave his best efforts and contributed 
liberally to its support and welfare. His con- 
stant devotion to the interests of the church 
afforded encouragement to his fellow workers in 
its behalf, as well as to those who successively 
occupied the position of pastor, in the midst of 
troublous times and many depressing influences. 
Mr. Rogers was for many years actively en- 
gaged in various enterprises, fulfilliug most 
faithfully the Scripture injunction, ‘‘ Not sloth- 
ful in business, feryeat in spirit, serving the 
mie and met for a while a fair share of 
worldly success.

And so it was with our 
friend, and his bright example of patience in 
adversity admonishes us of the Scripture com- 
mand.

HMARBINGERS OF SPRING. 
It is not often in this latitude that the earliest 
srrival of the migratory birds from their winter's 
sojourn in Southern climates occurs before the 


closing days of February. Towards the last of 
that month, if the season has not been uncom- 
monly mgorous, the observer will note the re- 
turn of stray blue-birds, and robins, and red- 
winged starlings,—the species of song-birds that 
may justly be called the harbingers of spring.“ 
This year, after a winter of unusual miidness, 
the early birds were to be expected sooner than 
is customary, and, in fact, they have confirmed 
the ion. On the 12th, the faint, timid 
notes of a blue-bird was heard in the groves ou 
the lake-shore ; and, in burried, uncertain flight, 
the little stranger was seen ranging from tree to 
tree, in an apparently anxious and bewildered 
mood of loneliness. It looked as if a bit of the 
blue sky had taken wings and fluttered down to 
the earth, to murmur ia sweet, warbling tones 
that the spring has set her face towards us. Out 
of the bosom of the heavens the bird always 
seems to come, with plumage cleft from. the

The Dillards now be- 
came pathizers in the cause of the West- 
falls. The three families. who pow often cross- 
ed each other’s paths, were getting terribly au- 
gered. A short time since, the Howrey boys 
gave a party, to which the Westfall and Dillard 
boys were not invited. Then followed the scar- 
ing of the Dillard party (some of whom were 
going home from an evening entertainment) by 
the Homey party, in which it is asserted by the 
that shots werefiredatthem. Matters 
now ming serious. Shooting was talk- 
ed of, and Vengeance was sworn upon the How- 
reys by the other party, who were perceptibly 
getting the worstof the quarrel. Howrey is 
often called a “fox” by his friends, because 
he is always so sharp ina trade, and so good at 
telling a story.” 
About a week since, several responsible par- 
ties heard Westfall say that he was going to have 
some fox-pelts very soon; and this, with numer- 
ous other threats which were being made by the 
| Westfall-Diliard party, was taken as an omen of 
some terrible danger to which the Howreys 
would soon be subject. 
|. At the Christian Church, npon the evening of 
Wednesday, the 16th of February, a series of 
| religious meetings were begun by the Rev. J. 
Lamb. of Carlisie, and the Kev. W. H. Gardner, 
both ministers of the Christian faith. It was 
hoped that considerable good was being accom- 
plished, as the attendance was good, and the be- 
havior generally very respectful to the cause. 
Upon Fiiday evening, the 18th inst., it was a 
noticeable fact that not one of the Dillard-West- 
fall party was at the church, and it Bad been 
beard by the Howrevs that they were that night 
to be cleaued out by the other party. Upon 
Saturday evening, however, the Dillard-Westfa! 
forces were in full muster. The services in the 
evening were conducted as usual, and the be- 
havior of the entire audience was remarkably 
good. “Almost a painful silence prevailed,” 
said a gentleman with whom we conversed. The 
meeting over, the audience were very regularly 
and quietly dispersing, when a slight altercation 
tock place at the door between two members of 
the respective parties.

_THE FATAL AFFRAY 
began. We will give in substance the statement 
of David Howrey : 

“Twas walking slong quietly, when Tom 
Dillard pressed upon me and began abusing me. 
Leaid, It I have ever dove anything wrong, I 
beg forgiveness.” He then pressed upon me 
very bard. There was a flash anda report, and 

was shot. Tom Dillard shot me. was 
shot in the left side of the head, and 1 don't 
remember much else. I woke up and found my- 
self in Bishop’s house, about 70 yards from 
where I fell. One of the boys was shot dead, 
aud the other died in afew minutes afterward. 
Tom Diliard hit me with a slung-shot in the 
bead, then they began shooting. I was shot, 
and I do not remember anything else; and, when 
I came to, I was lying in rge Bishop's house, 
and my boys were dead.” 

James Grum’s statement corroborates Mr. 
Howrey’s in every particular. He says: “As 
goon as we came up to where they had stopped, 
they began quarreling. Some one hit Dave 
Howrey. Then shots began. They took over to 


the side of the road and commenced sheoting. 
They fired about twenty shots in a minute. Af- 
ter I was ecabbed two or three times, I fell dowa 
aud got dreamy-like. I can remember how they 
ran after George, aud bow they struck bim in 
the back.” ' 
DAVID HOWBEY 
Ia a well-to-do farmer in Warren County, is 
worth about $20,000, and owns, all clear, 230 
acres of land. He is looked upon as a respecta- 
ble, weil-to-do farmer, very kind and neighborly 
to ail who treat him well; but, whem augry, 16 
the biggest little man in the country. He now 
lies at home, where he was conveyed from 
George Bishon's house. His condition is very 
critical, although he has great courage. His 
bead is fearfully mangled. There is a deep 
gash cut just above and forward of his left tem- 
ple made by a siung-shot, and an ugly shot- 
wound over his right eye, the ball glancing from 
his forehead and coming out near his temple. 
He also received a ballet in bis mouth, passing 
through bis jaw, bod another deeply grazing 
his left cheek and passing through his ear. He 
is otherwise badly bruised about the head. He 
feels very sanguine of recovery. 
GEORGE HOWREY, 
the older of the two sons, was killed almost 
instantly by a long deep stab from benind, near 
the left shoulder-blade, which penetrated his 
heart. He was also shot through the right arm. 
His last words were, I'm stabbed in the heart; 
I'm going to die.” He fell on bis face, and 
seemed uot to have struggied in the least. He 
very much resembled his father, and was a 
quiet, eveu-tempered young man. 
JOHN HOWREY, 
the younger and larger of the two, received a 
frightful gash near the spinal column, also an- 
other one in the left lung, and an ugly shot- 
wound io his left side. He ran about twenty 
steps and fell on his back. He was delirioas 
when picked up and carried to Mr. Bishop's, 
where be died shortly afterwards. 
JAMES GRUM, WHO 

was allied with the Howrey boys on general 
principles, is a strong and supple young map, 
of good and respected parentage, who seldom 
mingles in these troublesome quarrels. His 
sister, who hae been residing in Des Moines, 
with the family of Mr. Goodwin (Goodwin 
& Douglas), for some time, went home to 
nurse him. He is stabbed in the breast, cut in 
the left side, bis left arm is gashed to the bone 
in three places, and he has a pistol-shot in his 
right side. The wound, which it is feared will 

rove fatal, is upon the right ride, midway be- 

ween the short ribs and the hip-bone, and en- 
tering well around in the abdomen. His spirits 
are good, although the physician in attendance 
said that the chances were nine to oné against 
recovery. 

THE BATTLE-GROUND 

seemed to have been chosen with care. It was 
an oblong, open space, upon a slight emiuence, 
about 70 yards southeast of Mr. George Bishop's 
house. The road runs diagonally northeast and 
southwest. Upon Sunday morning, wheo the 
people came to examine the scene of the strug- 

le, they found clubs clotted with bair and gore, 
brickbats, and a small stone, with marks of blood 
upon them, showing that they bad been used iu 
the fight. A slung-shot and a pair of knuckies 
were also picked up, and were identified as be- 
longing to the Dillara-Westfali party. 

THE PLOT 
seems to have been well laid, and carried out 
with a terrible accuracy. The circumstances 
seem to indicate that complete preparations 
were made upon Friday night, both as to time. 
place, and manner of atiack. Each one of the 
attacking party seems to fall into place with re- 
markable precision, and when the signal shot, 
which felled David Howrey, was given, they fol- 
lowed in rapid succession. After completing 
their bloody work, and leaving their’victims for 
dead, the party scattered off through a corn-field 
avd assembled at Dillard's house, where they all 
remained during the night. 
ARMS 


The Howrey party seemed not to have been 
armed. Only one pocket-xnife was found in the 
party, apd that was in George’s pocket, un- 
opened. The others seem to have been armed 
to the teeth with revolvers, slung-sbots, 
knuckies, and knives. No weapons were found 
when they were arrested, and what kind of in- 
struments were used in the cutting is not 
known. But it is known that one of the attack- 
ing party had carried a dirk-knife cane, with the 
cane-part cut-off, for some time previously. 

CORONER'S INQUEST. 

Mr. W. P. Judkins, the Coroner from Indian- 
ola, was summoned after the termination of the 
battle. Immediately upon arriving at the house, 
a jury was chosen, composed of James Devine, 
James Dowell, and Henry Gilman. ‘They ren- 
dered a verdict to the effect that the decoased 
came to their death by being pierced by sharp 
instruments or spears iu the bands of unkuown 


parties. 
WITNESSES. 

The fight was witnessed by several speciators, 
among whom were the Rev. J. Lamb, the Kev. 
W. H. Gardener, Joe Hoover, Mr. Lewis, Mr. 
Brandon, and Mr. Battles. The latter gentie- 
man, seemed to be a disinterested man and a 
fripnd of doth the contestants. He was almost 
up with them when the fight began; and, in the 
words of Mr. Lamb, When we came to them, 
Brother Battles was talking to them like a law- 
yer; but it would do no good,—it was all 
planned, and they carried it out to the awful 
ond. : 


THE ARREST 
was made late in the forenoon of Sunday by 
Deputy Sheriff Meek, of Warren County. They 
were all found at George Dillard's house, and, 
when put under guard, and ordered to move for 
Indianola jail, they offered no remonstrance or 
resistance. The names of the men under arrest 
are Benjamin Westfall, Leyi Westfal!. Thomas 
Dillard, Jackson Dillard, Fremont (Col.) Dil- 
lard, Frank Battles, and Thomas Flannagan. 
Reuben Westfall and George Dillard, their 

arents, accompanied the Sheriff and posse to 
— where the prisoners were lodged in 
the jail. A heavy guard of armed men are also 
onduty. — 

8 VIGILANTES. 

Considerable uneasiness seemed to be felt by 
the Dillard-Westfall families, who were all quar- 
tered at Dillard's house, as to the action of this 
mysterious aod fearful organization. Orowds of 
horsemen were coming in to see Howrey from 
all directions. To-day at noon, when our report- 
er left, not less than fifty men were there, and 
they seemed to be well mounted. Two strong, 
good boys lying in the house dead, with their 
horribly-mutiiated father, whose life hung by a 
little thread, seemed to make a terrible impres- 
sion upon the friends and neighbors of David 
Howrey, and, should the wounded men both die, 
it is feared that the Iowa Legislature won't have 
time to moke the capital-punishmeut bill a law 
before it will have been practically re-enacted. 


LATER. 

Since our reporter left the following telegram 
has been received: 

InNDIANOLA, Ia., Feb, 21.—Grum is reported dead. 
David Howrey is very dangerous, He was a member 
of the Vigilance organization,’ several members of 
which are here, and there are some fears that they will 
lynch the prisoners. The Sheriff has a strong guard 
around the jail.

Lonpon, Eng., Feb. 5.—I must still talk about 
the Turks. if I am to reflect popular opinion; 
for the eternal Eastern question,” with ite in- 
finite complications, continues to be an absorb- 
ing topic. England has had to decide whether 
to throw herself into the stream of popular 
feeling, and join the other nations in indorsing 
Count Andrassy’s note; or to bid them pause. 
There is nothing that she likes so well as this 

ATTITUDE OF INDECISION, 

because it gives her a sense of power; she holds 
the world in suspense; events hang upon the 
vibration of her breath. Haugbty Britannia 
rears her head from her eneompassing ocean- 
waves, shakes off the musts that dim the lustre 
of her crown, and hurls defiance at the Conti- 
vental States. Ho there! she cries; you 
say that 1 have no European policy, — that my 
power is wauing, and my prestige à dream of 
the past. Now learn that I have a will of my 
own. See what you will do without me!” 

A year and a half ago, the Emperor of Russia, 
then on his visit to England, took under his 
magnificent protection a Benevolent Society 
whose headquarters are in London, and whose 
members devote themselves, in all sincerity of 
spirit, to laboring for the good of their fellow- 
men. They were then organizing a Conference 
to be held in the interest of prisoners-of- 
war,—to discuss the unmoerited 
to which the said prisoners are oft- 
en exposed, aod adopt regulations 
which might tend to ameliorate their condition, 
The Czar became the patron of their scheme, 
and, with the authority of his own great name, 
summoned all the European States to a Peace 
Congress to be held at Brussels. The members 
of the Society were highly elated at having made 
so illustrious a convert to the cause of Human- 
ity; the nations of Europe responded with alac- 
rity to the Emperor’s call; a ripple of philan- 
thopic enthusiasm stirred the dark, heaving 
ocean of European diplomacy. But, to all this 
pleasing excitement, 

ENGLAND PUT A STOP. 
Prudent England was not to be deceived by ap- 
pearances, ‘‘Here is more than seems,” she 
cried; ‘this Congress is not for the benefit of 
prisoners-of-war, but for the benefit of despotic 
Governments. The pew regulations which it is 
proposed to adopt are not for the purpose of 
building a road that shall conduct to peace, 
ameliorating in the meanwhile the sufferings in- 
cident upon war; they are intended to confer 
new aud dangerous powers upon the great mili- 
tary despotisms of Europe,—powers which 
will enable them to crush and absorb, in their own 
despite, the weaker States.” England refused 
to gttend the Congress; her hostility awakened 
the suspicions of other nations; and, although 
the Conference was held, it was a failure; little 
or nothing was accomphished; the schemes of 
the Emperor, whatever they may have been, 
proved abortive. It is probable that the unfor- 
tuoate and innocent‘members of the Peace So- 
ciety were the greatest sufferers. Instead of 
being wafted, as they had yr 3 hoped, on the 
topmost crest of the wave of Imperial favor, 
into a new era of peace and good-will, they found 
themselves 
COVERED WITH ODIUM ; 

it was whiepered that they were Russian spies ; 
the enterprises they had been advocating were 
assailed ; and it was for a time doubtful whether 
they would be able to continue their philan- 
thropic labors, at least in London. And the 
Emperor also, there is no doubt, was much incens- 
Ped, and considered bimself personally aggriev- 
ed. He did not like being shorn of his new title 
of the Champion of Humanity.” He had just 
come from being feted and honored in England; 
he had condescended to give the daughter of 
All the Russiss in marriage to the comparatively- 
insignificent Duke of Edinboro; and had be not 
a right te expect more compliance on the part of 
his new ally? For some days there seemed 
danger that this little cloud, no bigger than a 
man’s hand, would prove tempest-laden; but 
new events of more importance loomed up 
above the troubled horizon, and the storm 
passed. ‘ 

Now, once again, in a far more important 
crisis, England bas found herself in a precisely 
similar position; and ehe has 

THOROUGHLY ENJOYED IT, 
With serene satisfaction she has held the world 
in suspense while deliberating whether to give 
the authority of ber game to sa general move- 
ment of the European’ States, or to cast odium 
upon that movement by her hostility. In this in- 
stance, I do not think there was any doubt from 
the first that her decision would be in favor of 
sustaining the diplomats efforts of Austria 
and ber allies. Her hesitancy has been 
mere policy; an attitude of indecision 
maintained as long as possible in order 
to feed her own pride and enhance the value of 
her final acquiescence. And yet it is singular to 
observe how intricately complex an apparently 
simple diplomatic scheme may be made to ap- 
pear by much discussion. Dnfficult indeed must 
it be to choose the true path where national in- 
terests are concerned. For instance, no one 
disputes that Count Andrassy’s note, on the 
face of it, isa perfectly imoffensive and com- 
mendable document; a mere recommendation 
to Turkey of needed reforms. Bat, if thus in- 
offensive, it is also useless; nay, worse than 
useless,—for, by failing to accomplish good, it 
may accomplish infinite harm. England, then, 
has the right to ask herself whether she shall 
not be dishonored in giving her name to 
4 DIFLOMATIO FRAUD,— 

a merely formal protest,—which, by releasing a 
tyrant from his of the active interference 
of other nations, may give him courage to add 
to the burdens of his oppressed subjects. On 
the other hand, supposing a secret menace to be 
contained in the note,— supposing it to mean 
that the nations sending it are to 
punish Turkey, or enforce her obedience, if she 
disregard their protest,—in that case, simple as 
it seems, it may Open upon Europe the flood- 
gates of war and desolation. England, then, 
nas the right to ask herself whether she will 
assume the responsibilities of involving the 
civilized world in 2 era of strife 
and bloodshed. Aud so on through endless 
complications. The statesmen of this country 
have indeed had weighty problems to ponder 
before giving their cautious approval to a scheme 
which, to one unversed in statecraft and subtie- 
ties, would have seemed impeccable to reproach. 

The most violent opponents of the Austrian 
policy are the ardent vathizers with the 
Slavonic Provinces, of whom I wrote in my last 
jetter; for they assume that Count Andrassy’s 
note is 

A 80P FLUNG TO CERBERUS : 

a declaration by the European States that they 
do not intend to interfere for the defense of the 
Christian peoples outraged by their Turkish ty- 
rants. The eloguent writer from whom I then 
quoted has since sent a passionate, though vain, 
appeal to England. not to set her seal to such 
a sin as this.” 

Is it, after all [he writes), to be with the Slavonic vio- 
tims of the Ottoman Empire, as the English poet of 
Greece sang of his Hellenic victims ?

THE MUSTERING OF ARMIES. 

Mr. Butler Johnstone contiaues bis eulogies 
of the Turks, in bis letters from Constantino- 
ple. He boldly assumes that you find practiced 
in Turkey ali the virtues, which in other coun- 
tries are talked about and trodden under foot. 
They alone have discovered the secret of true 
dignity and refinement in manners. Their salu- 
tation—the ‘enemas known to most Oriental 
peoples—is the only form of salutation Worthy 
of @ civilized being; their rules of conversa- 
tion are the only rules worthy to be adopted by 
civilized vations; in fact, theirs in full perfec- 
tion are all the virtues. They have found, and 
deeply quaffed at, the fountain of Right Con- 
duct, which other peoples vainly seek. 

These are 

THE RULES OF CONVERSATION 

(I give merely the headings, upon which my 
author dilates at length): 1. Never to interru 
the speaker while he is talking. 2. Never di- 
verge, in the middie of a conversation, from the 
main thread of a discourse into a collateral 
issue. 3. To allow a short but sufficient pause 
between the conclusion of a discussion on one 
subject andthe entering on 2 new subject. 
4. Never to tella personathing he knows al- 
ready. 5. Not to excuse onese!f when convicted 
of being in the wrong. 6. When you have noth- 
ing to say, to hold your tongue. 

They never (says Mr. B. J.] talk for the sake of 
talking. Empty, idle jabbering isa Frank, but not an 
Ottoman, practice, In Europe it is considered de ngeur 
to ay something,” whether that something is 
worth saying or not. Not so in Turkey; to say 
something when you have nothing to say worth say- 
ing, is considered there a degradation to yourself and 
a rudeness to your neighbor, 

What would become of modern society if these 
rules were indeed adopted in Christendom? 
After a deeply interesting description of the 
derivation and meaning of the Turkish enemas, 
we come upon the following remarks on 

SHAKING HANDS, 
which are suggestive, and, even if exag gerated, 
in the main true: 

„Compare with this the French custom of indie- 
criminate shaking hands,—that odious form of moral 
hypocrisy, corruption, and insincerity, from which 
scarcely a corner of Eur pe is free,—a form of inanity, 
because giving the hand has a meaning, inasmuch ag 
it ia a pledge, and, when no pledge exists, it is practi- 
cal nonsense ; of hypocrisy, because, if it is meant as 4 
pledge and gauge of friendship, itis constantly given 
where no friendship exists end where none is requir- 
ed; and of corruption because it is often practiced as a 
condescension of one person to the other, and is, there- 
fore, corrupt on the one side and degrading on the 
other. No words are too str to express the moral 
repugnance of the Turk for this Frank custom, It is not 
too much to say that it renders intercourse with the 
people who practice it almost impossible to him; and 
those who are inclined to treat the matter lightly will 
probably see ft to alter their tone on further acquaint- 
ance with Orientals. On this pomt I would like to 
call attention to a remarkable observation made by 
the French Jesuit missionaries in China, They at- 
tribute tne entire non- success of the Protestant mis- 
sionaries there, and their failure to acquire the slight- 
est influence over the populations, to their“ abomina- 
ble practice of shaking hands ;” and they go on further 
to say (what will no doubt sound a monstrous exag- 
geration to most good people in England) that, if ever 
there should bea massacre of Christians, it will be 
chiefly owing to the introduction aud practice of this 
custou.. 

This letter bas called out

from a well-known author, Who professes to 
have learned with amazement that be has been 
practicing all his life “an odious form of moral 
corruption, hypecrisy, and insincerity ;" and who 
gives some curious information in regard to this 
custom. It seems thas a society has Leen formed 
in France, under high religious auspices, for 
putting down the “ poignee de main,” or rather 
the poignee de main a Tl Angiaise. as the 
objectionable saiute is specifically called. 
The founder of the Society was David Urquhart, 
and the doctrines he aavocated are now beivg 
proclaimed by his etill numerous disciples in 
each successive number of the Diplomatic Re- 
view. Acting by the advice of an eminent theo- 
logian, Mr. Urquhart wrote a work entitled Za 
Desolation de la Chretiente par la Substilution de 
la Familiarũe a la Polilesse (The Desolation of 
Christendom from the Substitution of Famillar- 
ity for Politeness), and forwarded a copy of the 
book to the Pope; who at once responded—the 
first time such an honor was ever bestowed upon 
a Protestant—by addressing the author a Papal 
brief, which was published in July, 1875, in the 
Diplomatic Review. 

jhen the abominable practice of shaking 
hands has been finally suppressed,—says the 
writer of the artiele from which I derive this in- 
teresting information,—let us hope that the 

EQUALLY OUTRAGEOUS HABIT 

of saying Ho do you do?”—a cant phrase, 
degrading alike to him who utters it and to bim 
who smilingly replies in the same hollow style, 
„Quite well, thank you; how are you?”’— 
should be likewise done away with. This author 
proposes that these, and all similar phrases, 
should be sentenced as superfluous, and the 
Laudatur Jesus of early Christian times adopted 
in their place; a phrase which would well ao- 
cord with the grave respect of the Turkish tene- 
mas. Asa creditable partiog salutation, he sug- 
gests Memenio mori, to be adopted in lieu of 
the demoralizing *‘ Good-by,” now so prevalent 
among all classes. 

Let us at once confess— miserable Franke that 
we are— that we should be enormously improved 
by adopting Turkish custome, and manners, and 
rules of conversation, and initiating ourselves in 
the doctrines of French reformers, And yet our 
loss would perhaps be as great as our gain. 
Conversation would be graver, more decorous, 
more instructive; but where would be the 
brightness, the play of emotion and fancy, 

THE CHARM SPIRITUELLE, 
which we now so much enjoy and admire? The 
Turk of the Ottoman Empire I should judge to 
be a being grave, virtuous, and estimable, but 
deficient in humor and imsgination, as well as 
the capacity of paying bis debts. It would not, 
perhaps, be advisabie for the more’ versatile 
Frank to undertake to imitate him absolutely 
and in all particulars. However, no ove wWill 
deny that we may all of us derive benefit from 
the study of his rules of conversation; and, as 
to the special custom of indiecriminate hand- 
shaking, | quite agree with Mr. Butler Jobn- 
stone that it is thoroughly odious. Just 
as it is a delight, and, in truth, a pledge, —how- 
éver in voluntary a pledge,—to extend the hand 
toafriend whom we meet with sincere joy ; so 
is it odious to extend it to a stranger, or a mere 
acquaintance, to whose existence we are indiffer- 
ent. To employ a gracious form, which should 
be the pledge of a deep reality,—affection and 
esteem,—as a mere form, is more than a mean- 
ingless custom, asthe writer I have just been 
referring to pronounced it at the worst; the 
Ottomites, the Chinese, the French, and other 
barbarians, are right in pronouncing it 
A DETESTABLE CUSTOM, 

hypocritical and corrupt. It indieates, if not a 
lack of self-respect, habits of race become so 
ingrained in the nature of the individual that it 
is hard to accuse any one of social deticiencies 
because of any of his practices, yet certainly au 
obtuseness of intellect and coarseness of organ- 
ization which indeed belong to the Anglo-Saxon 
race. 

Some months ago I was visiting a friend, who 
was at the same time entertaining quite a num- 
ber of guests, aud I cannot describe the malaise 
that I experienced on discovering that these 
* every uight before retiring, were in the 

abit of shaking hands with each other affec- 
tionately all round. So strong was my inatinct- 
ive repuguance that, declining to be guided by 
that often exceilent rule, Todoin Rome as 
the Romans do, I protested,—staied plainly 
that this observance was not an American cus- 
tom, that it was disagreeable to me personally, 
and that I begged to be allowed the privilege— 
without being considerdd discourteous—of keep- 
ing my hands to myself. I believe it is always 
well to have the courage of your opinions. My 
rebellion was taken in good part, and I was spar- 
ed the nervous irritation aid annoyance to 
which I should otherwise have been exposed. 
After this late experience, it is with consider- 
able gratification, as you can imagine, that I 
learn how large a portion of the barbarian 
world, as well as certain sections of civilized 
communities, are in perfect sympathy with me 
in my detestation of the poignee main a

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A MICHIGAN GIANT. 


The Melancholy Story of a Bemarka« 
bie Specimen of Manheoed. 
Y nsilants (Mick,) Sentinel, 

Charley Freeman, along back ia the thirties, 
appeared for the first time among a gang of 
laborers ou the Fiat Rock and Gibraltar Canal, 
and he moved among ordmary men like a son of 
Anak. He looked 8 fees high, at least, aod 3 
feet across the-shoulders. iis arms sprang 
from bis chest as large as auy middie size 
man’s body, aud tapered down to a hand 4 inches 
thick, and when doubled into a fist as big and 
hard as a rail-epiitter’s maul. Ile gave his age 
as 17, and be was growing. Ile hued for the 
wages and work of an ordinary hand; but wen 
he seized a shovel it went through the clay lke 
a breaking up plow, aud the bandie soon came 
off if the blade heid. An ordinary ax was but a 
feather in his band. It sank to the eve in tbe 
wood, and the belive splintered. He dealt out 
strength by the whole, and he could not weight 
out his force in the measure of ordinary men, 

When he stood among a gang of laborers the 
contrast made them dvok like children. The 
strolling lod:ans would stare in amazement a 
few moments, and then with a deep “ugh!” 
get out of sight of bim as fast as their dignity 
would let them. He was put to do the work of 
three pairs of oxen. That was removing the 
truvks of trees cut in 10 or 12 feet lengths out of 
the way of the diggers; not hitched to them 
like oxen to snake them away, but with. his right 
band under the end, raising it from the grouud, 
then balancing it across his left forearm, be 
shot the saw logs far to ove side with all the 
ease that a skiilful workman piles his split cord- 
wood. And thus, day after day, the giant 
moved, until the canal was vot built any more. 

He appeared again on tue boats that piied 
aloog the Huron River, Michigan. He was 
engine and tackle to handie beavy freiglit. 
What others could not shove or roli, he would 

ick up and carry or toes. When the hoavily 
reighted boat stuck on the ripples, he jusé 
stepped out of the stern and boosted her over. 
Nobody would have felt surprised if he had 
taken the whole boat and cargo right under his 
arms, as a woman carries a dough-tray, and 
marched across by land, when they came to long 
bends in the river. Nobody ever said he did 
this. because they never wanted to exaggerate 
his feats, any more than we do now. 

Bat navigation did not pay, and that stopped, 
too. Some of the ‘fancy heard of the uncele- 
brated giant. and took the notion that there was 
money in him. He was as simple as a child. 
Any one could lead him. It never got through 
his skull that ae was remarkable, The shapers 
mesnt to keep him so., and speculate on his 
progigious power, They coaxed bim off 
eastward. At Buffalo they sent him into a dock 
saloon with a 1,600 pound anchor under his left 
arm, just as a chopper carries his ax, to pawn it 
tor drinks. He got the drioks, and the keeper 
was glad to treat him for carrying it out again. 
Thus be and his friends traveled on his muscle 
to the sea coast, and across to England. ‘They 
intended to get a soft thing on some English 
companion. They bad too much of a good thing. 
A friendly sparring, as an experiment, with a 
professional boxer, showed that a match with 
any living pugilist was impossible. The giant's 
face could not be effectually reached. Biows ou 
the body might as well have been planted oa a 
sand-bag. When his unskilled maul came down, 
it came with the force of a pile-driver, and ne 
matter whet it met, the obstacie went to the 
earth. By the ruse of representing him as large 
and strong but green, they made a match of 
science and skill against power with a noted 
pugilist. The parties came on the ground, bat 
at the first sight of him his opponent turned 
away saying, I came to fight with a large man, 
not with a mountain. Seconds, referees, aud 
all hands declared the match fairly off.” Find- 
ing nothiug could be made out of him, his sharp 
attendants deserted him. From Michigan to 
Liverpool the route had been one of continued 
dissipation, and he contracted the seeds of 
disease. Deserted in a strange land, he was 
uncared for; an object of awe and curiosity, 
useless to anybody elee and helpiess to care 
for himself. he soon died of consumption, and 
was buried in a pauper's grave. 

Thus perished perbaps the most magnificent 
specimen of physical manhood that the Unitea 
States ever produced. He never learned a 
letter, he never felt a refining influence: he 
never bad a real friend. His rapid growth, 
great size, and immense strength prevented aii 

ible parental molding or influence. It was 
— for others that he was not vicious. It 
was fortunate for himself that his birth was in a 
place, and at a time, where and when necessity, 
we may say, forced him to run to waste.

THE ORDINANCE OF 1787. 
AND THE BIBLE IN THE SCHOOLS. 
To the Fawdtor of The Chicago Tribune: 

CMA, Feb. 25.—If I rightly understand the 
recently published opinion of Mr. C. C. Bonney, 
the ordinance of 1787 deserves very careful 
notice. Mr. B. is the geatleman to whom 1 
alluded in my communication dated Jan. 20, 
when I was explaining my position taken in the 
paper before the Presbyterian Ministerial Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Bonney has now amplified that statement 
which he made to me, and has used it in the 
form of a lecture before a law-school in this 
city. It is from this lecture that we derive some 

‘very important ideas, If these ideas aro thor- 
Oughly capable of proof,—and they certainly 
seem to be actually proven,—then the entire 
question of the Bible as related to our common 
schools is set at rest by law. 

1. As I understand Mr. Bonney, the ordinance 
of 1787 provides that the Bible, in King James’ 
version, be read in the schools without rote or 
comment.” 

2. That this ordinance has not been aud can- 
not readily be revoked. It requires (a) the con- 
sent of the five Northwestern States and (b) the 
copsent of the original thirteen Siates in addi- 
tion to this local action before it can be annulled 
or altered. 

8. That the act of Congress dated April 18, 
1818, reaffirms this ordinance of 1757, ead bence 
(as Mr. Bonney declares) the provisions of that 
ordinance are beyond disturbance either Dy Con- 
gré&s or our State Legislature. Much more then 
must they outrank the decision of the School 


4. That the school funds themselves, crested 
under this act of 1818, are constitutionally a part 
of our State law and these funds are held in a 

orpetual and irrevocable trust, to teach the re- 
igion, Morality, and knowledge intended by the 
ordipance of 1787.“ 

It will be seen at once that this discovery is 
revolutionary, aud reatores all disorderly action 
to conformity the moment the port is . 
That the Cincinnati divisions overlooked the 
bearing of this ordinance is not specially credm- 
able to the research of their Christian jurists. 
And for us, now that the right is made so plain. 
it would be the grossest negligence not to exer- 
cise it. 

It may be said that this ordinance isa dead 
letter.” But it has so singulariy sent its life 
down through the fibres of our State Coustitu- 
tion that our form of teachers’ certificate cov- 
tains (or did recently contain) a vignette with 
the words, Education and Christianity the 
Bulwark of Free Institutions.” 

But if it was or is a dead letter,” it should 
not have prevailed so far as to produce the fol- 
lowing rule (Sec. 52 of the Rules of the Board of 
Education of tne City of Chicago): The morn- 
ing session of the district, Grammar, and pri- 


mary schools shall commence at 9 oclock 


[with reading the Scriptures without note 
or comment, and repeating the Lord's 
Prayer, aud with appropriate singing, eto. 
On the 18th day of September, 1875, our School 
Board suddenly struck out the clause contained 
in brackets. If Mr. Bonney is correct they have 
actually accomplished as much as the Wamaquas 
of South Africa when they shoot their poisoned 
arrows at the clouds to drive the storm away. In 
a word, their action is futile, unconstitutional, 
null, and void. 

Tne Rev. J. W. Bain, in a sermon preached 
Oct. 10, 1876, alludes definitely to this famous 
ordinance of 1787,” and even quotes from it, 
but, being aclergymen, he naturally overlooks 
its legal bearing. The Rev. L. T. Chamberlain. 
in his sermon of Oct. 31, 1875, deals with the 
whole question on broad general principles just 
as if the ordinance of 1787 did not exist. For 
myself, I dealt with the topicim much the same 
way. Batif Mr. Bonney be right we have had a 
single pawn which we could have “ queened ” 
and won our game of chess. The matter is 
legally settled. 

All our talk, therefore, about the rights and 
wrongs of man.—about tolerance or intolerance, 
—about nomeopathic, allopathic, or eclectic 
Bible prescriptions,—isa at an end. As law-abid- 
ing citizens we are to enforce the laws, and to 
live under them. 

The School Board of Chicago are not affected 
by any State restrictions since the Constitution 
of 1870 waived all control of such issues, aud 
relegated them to the local authorities in each 
school district. But possibly that Convention 
exceeded the bounds of charity in leaving them 
this opportunity to break over law. A geutie- 
man of the name of Hinan did not intend to be 
so ambiguous last winter, for he proposed to the 
Legislature to make it positively unlawful to 
have the Bible iu the schools at all. 

I have waited for some one to propose to 
move On the enemy's works immediately up- 
on the line of legal authorities indicated by Mr. 
Bonney s address. Probably I shall not have 
long to wait when one additional fact is fairly 
undsestood: It is that our Rowanist friends do 
not really desire the Bible in the schools. But 
when we press them they say, Les. keep it 
there, only divide with us the school fund.“ It 
is to be noticed that our Chicago Roman Catholics 
have kept very still, or have been exceedingly 
guarded in their utterances. And the reason is 
plain enough. For when the schools have vio- 
lated the provisions of that charter under which 
they are entitied to their school funds, and 
wheo this victation has continued so long that it 
becomes a settled fact, and when a test-case is 
made to deprive. them of all or of part of their 
money-support, the law is. in favor of the 
manist. And I for one should then say he was 
fully entitled to all the school funds he could 
control. : ,

RUBENSTEIN’S DEVOTIONS. 
THE MURDERER IN HIS CELL. 
New York Sum, Feb. 23, 

“Ruby,” as Peeach Rubenstein is familiarly 
called by the inmates of the Raymond Street 
Jall, sat on the steam-pipe in his cell yesterday, 
bound in his straps, intoning bis prayers aud 
reading his Bible. At 7 6. m. he bound bim- 
self, wrapping the thin, narrow leathern straps, 
one around bis right arm, beginning at the large 
muscles above the elbow, and winding it 
around and around his arm until it reaches 
his finger nails, and the other about the upper 
part of his head. On his forehead and on the 
inside of his arm, at the elbow, are firmly fast- 
ened two small cubes of wood about 
2% inches thick, with a margin at the 
bottom of haif aninch, and a covering or case 
fitting over the cube and resting on the margin. 
On each of these cubes are written in Hebrew 
the Ten Commandmeuts. The straps are bound 
so firmly as to interfere somewhat sich the cir- 
culation of the blood, but the devoted Hebrew 
endures itasaduty. He says it is necessary to 
rid himself of a certain amount of animal force, 
and that, tbe muscles being the seat of that 
force, he begins to strap himself at the place of 

reatest muscular development, above the el- 
— The finger-nails, he says, are one of the 
essences of religion, and this vital force leaves 
the muscles and enters the strap at the end, and 
travels its entire length, escaping through the 
nails of the fingers, where the other ead of the 
strap terminates. He presented @ curious, 
grotesque appearance with his blocks and straps 
on, and his long black hair turned under in rolis 
about his head. His face is pale, his neck ex- 
tremely small, and his body small. He possesses 
much cunniug, and shows it in his face. 

Rubenstein souk bands with Col. Stegeman, 
and scanned with caution the other visitor. Not 
recognizing him as a reporter, he was content to 
allow him to remain. He drives reporters from 
his cell. He took the Sheriff into his cell, and 
sat down at the extreme end of it. as far away 
as he could get, and in mufiled German asked 
bim to use be influence with the Judges and 
the District Attorney to obtain a stay or reprieve 
for three months. He said he could not get 
ready to die by the 24th of March, and urged the 
Sheriff to get bim time enough to prepare to die. 
At times he put his lips to the Sheriff's ear, and, 
looking to see whether any one was listening, 
whispered something very confidential. The 
Sberiff would not say what it was. At times he 
smiled ani seemed in good spirits. He says he 
will not be banged because he is innocent and 
in the hands of God, who will not allow 
him to de banged. On account of his 
confidence of escaping the gallows, the 
strictest possible watch ie kept over him, Tune 
Bible that hie father sent bim was not given to 
him, for fear that the leaves are poisoned. 
Twelve dollars, sent him by friends through the 
Sun, was not given to him for the same reason. 
The Sheriff took the bank-notes sent, and gave 
him others in their place. Thewary Rubenstein 
hesitated some time before accepting the money. 
The Sheriff, after considerable talk, persuaded 
him that it was right and safe to take it, and ex- 
plained that it was from bis friends to aid him in 
obtaining a new trial. Rubenstein took the 
money, and signed a receipt. 

He afterward prayed witb his face to the east, 
rocking his body to and fro, and smiting bis 
breast. He moved his lips in smothered utter- 
ance, placing at times his uostrapped hand over 
his eyes. Then he read his Bible, iotoning s 
short prayer before beginning. After this was 
gone through with he unbound his arm aud fore- 
head, kissing repeatedly the Ten Oommand- 
ments on the cubes as he carefully wound the 
straps about them and placed them in a bag. 

He asked the Sheriff to let him go to New York 
to the synagogue for two hours, but his request 
was denied. 

John Cowen land Andrew J. Lyon, the night 
watchers, say they fear to leave Rubenstein 
along five minutes, lest he tear the sheets to bis 
bed and hang himself. They took Rubenstein 
to bathe on Monday, and while in the water he 
became apparently dead. He had no pulse, and 
his heart seemed to stop beating. To all appear- 
ances he was dead, and hie keepers said they 
„thought that they had lost him.” There was s 
slight pulsation at the pit of the stomach, how- 
ever, aud they imagined he was playing possum. 
To test him Keeper Stinson took bold of his hair 
and asked for scissors to cut it off. Sheritf 
Stegeman told Rubenstein in German what the 
keeper intended to do, and asked whether he 
wished it done. Rubenstein thereupon opened 
bis eyes wide and gave an ominous shake of the 
head, answering at the same time, Oh, no, 
no.” He ate eight eggs on Saturday night after 
fasting all day. He eats heartily at every meal. 
He says that the detectives took his boots off 
and carried them to the cornfield and pressed 
them into the ground to make the tracks, aod 
then besmeared them with the murdered girl's 
blood. : 

Rubenstein burns two candles every Friday 
night as a part of his worship. He cries, prays, 
sivgs, aud reads his Bible in turn, and bis time 
is 2 wholly spent in this manner.

THE DIVINE COMEDY. 


The Marvelous Way in Which a Part 
of Daute’s Great Poem Was BRecove 
ered. 

Respecting the end of the Divina Commedia 
(says a writer in the Cornhill Magazine), those 
thirteen last cantos which were not sent to Oan 
Grande, Boccaccio tells us a quaint and touching 
story, upon the marvelous part of which doubt 
is thrown by later and more matter-of-fact his- 
torians, and in which it is possible there may be 
only such a reflection and reconstruction of the 
finding of the original seven cantos in Madonna 
Gemma’s strong chest as is not unusual in per- 
sonal history. But such repetitions do doubtless 
occur in fact sometimes as well as in art, and 
anyhow the postscript seems not an unfitting 
one to the wandering, uncertain life of the poet, 
and the curious fragmeutary and much iuterrupt- 
ed composition of bis great work. The concluding 
oautos, according to Boccaccio, were missing at 
Dante's death, aud as soon as the shock of that 
event was over, his friends began anxiously to 

uesiion his two sons, Pietro and J . whom 
e had left behind him in Ravenna, ut the 

end of the great poem. The young men, how- 
ever, could give no information, and apparently 


did not even know whether their father had 


finished the work or not. When, however, after 
mauy es they found nothing, the two lads, 
both of them diciulori—as who should say poet- 
asters—began to be tempted—moyed by their 
own ambition perhaps (for why should not the 
son be able to do what the father has done—and 
more ?) or by that long-standing excuse, the de- 
giro of friends, “degli amici pregati,” says 
Boccaccio—to put their hands to the work and 
make the conclusion themselves, a bold under- 
taking enough. The young Pietro and Jacopo 
were, however, saved from this experiment in 
the following remarkable way: 

** But a wonderful vision appeared to Jacopo, 
who was the most fervent in this idea, not only 
releasing him and bis brother from this 
foolish presumption, but — where the 
thirteen cantos were to be found. It is told by 
a worthy gentleman of Ravenna, by name Piero 
Giardino, long a disciple of Dante, a man of 
serious mind and worthy of belief, that after 
his master had been for eight months, 
Jacopo di Dante came to his house in the mid- 
dle of. the night and told him that on that 
same night he had seen in a dream his father 
Dante, clad in very white raiment, his face shin- 
ing with unaccustomed light, whom-he asked if 
he was living, aud heard from him the reply, 
‘Yos; but in the true life, not yours.’ Then it 
occurred to Jacopo to ask if he had finished bis 
work before ho to the true life, and, if 
he had completed it, where the conclusion was, 
which they not been able to find. To which 
question a similiar answer was given, ‘Yes, 1 
completed it’; and then it appeared to Jacopo 
that his father took him by the band and led him to 
the reom in which he had lived during his lifetime 
here, and touching a panel said, ‘That which 
you seek is here’; and having said these words, 
Dante disappeared, and along with bim his son's 
sleep. Upon which he, Piero Giardino, affirmed 
tuat Jacopo not being able to rest without com- 
ing to tell what he had seen, the two went to- 
gether to examine the piace indicated, which the 
dreamer had exactly noted, in order to see if it 
had been pointed out by a true spirit or a false 
delusion. Andso, though it was still night,. they 
went together to the house in which Dante had 
died, and calling him who then lived there, were 
admitted by him, and going to the plwo found a 
wooden panel fitted into the wall as they had al- 
ways been accustomed to see it; and removing 
this they found in the wall alittle window, which 
none of them had ever seen or knew that it was 
there, and in thie they found many writings, 
molded by the damp of the wall, and which 
would have been destroved al had they 
been ieft longer there ; and when they had care- 
fully cleared them from the mold they found, 
in continuous order according to the numbers, 
the thirteen missing cantos. And in great joy 
they copied them, and, according to the custom 
of the author, first sent them to Messer Cane, 
and then added them to the imperfect poem ; and 
in this manner the work which had been carried 
on through so many years was at last 

.

LEGAL-TENDER. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune ! 

Gaxva, III., Feb. 24.—In your controversy with 
Mr. C. P. Buckingham, I notice that he objects 
to your answers to some of his queries as eva- 
sive; so, by your permission, I will try and see 
if I can suit him any better. 

Mr. B. asks, *‘ Would not the repeal of the 
legal-tender clause bave the immediate effect to 
depreciate the value of ereenbacks ?” To this 
I answer, emphatically, No. Value cannot be 
legislated into a thing that was before wortu- 
less; neither can it be legislated out of a thing 
having intrinsic value in itself. Value is in- 
herent in the thing valued, and is wholly out of 
the reach and beyond the control of 
municipal law. Value, like life, is 
product of natural law, and man can neither 
create nor actually destroy it. Congress can- 
not increase or lessen the value of the horses 
in the United States by enacting a law that 
they shall hereafter be mules, and that mules 
shall bea legal-tender. The value of a greenback 
has never been in the least degree embanced or 
diminished by the fact that it has been made a 
legal-tender. [We cannot subscribe to that 
opinion.—Ep.] Suppose Congress ehould enact 
that all of the old notes of all the dis- 
charged bankrupts in the United States 
should hereafter be a legal-tender—does 
Mr. Buckingham suppose he could purchase a 
single veal-cutlet with a cart-load of them?

an indirect way of enacting that it should not be 
paid at all. If the -tender clause is an ele- 
ment of value, as Mr. Buckingham contends, 
then this element was created (not discov- 
ered) by Congress, and, if Congress can create 
one wages I cannot see why it cannot create 
another. another, and 80 finally abolish the 
Almighty and run the whole machine itself. 

[The value of the legal-tender clause consists 
in the power it confers on debtors to compel 
their creditors to accept such paper in full pay- 
ment of their debts. This power is believed to 
add materially to the value of such paper. Re- 
peal the legal-tender quality of the greenback, 
and we suspect that it would depreciate very 
rapidly and run down very low.—Ep.] 

Deceive ourselves as we may, gold is at last 
the real standard of value of everything, for it 
is the blood of commerce, and while the blood is 
kept pure, the subject is strong; when it is al- 
loyed, the subject is weakened; and, when it is 
driven out altogether, commerce dies; and you 
may a6 well try to keep a man alive by takin 
his blood from him and filling his veins wi 
water, as to undertake to keep commerce alive 
by removing gold as the standard of vaine. 

N on: Congress sbould enact that gold 

be valueless, and that greenbacks alone 
should be valuable as money,—is there an idiot 
out of Congress that does not know that gold 
would keep right ou being valuable (as the wag 
said of the moon when the dog barked at it), 
daes though nothing had happened?“ Of course, 
if Congress cannot destro value existing in 
gold, it cannot create a value and perpetuate it 
in mere words. 

Now, as to Tug Tuners plan for redeeming 
green backs, I suspect Mr. B. is very nearly cor- 
rect in his view of it, and that Tux Tame sees 
it; otherwise it would have treated him io ite 
usual candid spirit. The only element of value 
there is in a greenback is the expectation, more 
or less certain, that it will some day be paid; 
for a greenback is just like the note of any sol- 
vent debtor, without any lew to enforce ita col- 
lection, but with the hope (supposed to be well 
founded) that such a law will soon be enacted. 

(This andoubtedly constitutes part of its value, 
but not all of it. Suppose our correspondent 
had a note for $1,000 falling due, he would give 
whatever was asked for $1,000 of greenbacks, 
providing it was less than par, because the dis- 
count would be so much gaim. If he paid $900 
in gold for $1,000 of greenbacks, he would still 
make or save $100 by the operation in the pay- 
ment of his debt. The debts paid in the United 
States in the course of a year amount to fully 
twelve times the whole volume of legal-tenders. 
Kach dollar of greenbacks is employed as often 
as once a month, en the average, in discharging 
debts, which otherwise the creditor would have 
the lawful right to exact in coin or its equiva- 
lent. We think this enormous daily demand for 
the use of legal-tenders in payment of debts 
must necessarily add more or less to their 
value,— K b.] 

The reason why 175 fell immediately 
after the passage the law of 1875, was be- 
cause Congress did a dishonest thing by declar- 
ing indirectly that they should not be redeemed 
before Jan. 1, 1879; whereas the general belief 
had been that they would be paid sooner. 

[This is nonsense. The advance in gold was 
caused by a large drain to meet foreign obiiga- 
tions. The public had np expectations that Con- 
gress was going to eem the legal-tenders 
sooner than 1879. After the bill passed, they did 
not believe it could or wouid be done then, be- 
canse it was seen from the first that the means 
provided by the bill were utterly inadequate to the 
end in view. The bill required the Secretary of 
the Treasury to sell bonds for not less than par 
in gold; and, as the only bonds which the law 
authorized him to soll were 44¢ per cent fifteen- 
year bonds, there is no market for them at par 
in gold. The public expectation bas been that 
Congress would either repeal the act of Jan. 14, 
1875, or make adequate provision this session 
for carrying it into effect ; but thus far nothing 
bas been done pro or conp.—Ep.] 

Bat the plan of Tun Tumor is even more dis- 
bonest than the law of 1875, admitting Congress 
intends to do as it has agreed. which is by no 
means probable, If Tun Tamuns's plan is 
adopted, and 3.65 legai-tender thirty-year bonds 
are issued, greenbacks will instantly go to the 
value of these bonds, for the simple reason that 
such an act would be regarded as an aftirmative 
declaration on the part of the Government that 
it intended to redeem its promises in no other 
way (?): and so, if the bonds were not worth 
par in gold, the Government would clearly have 
perpetrated an act of repudiation; and, if the 
bond’ should prove to be of leas value than the 
greenbacks now are (as in all human probabili- 
ty they would), then the whole contrivance would 
prove a wicked scheme to rob honest creditors ; 
and the only thing there is in the whole matter 
to commend itself to an honest man is the fact 
that it will determipe at once just how much of 
its overdue debt the Government intends to re- 
pudiate, and so end all future uncertaiaty about 
the matter. 

[These are wild assertions, made without facts 
behind them, and the deductions therefrom are 
wholly unwarranted. ‘‘Tuz Taiscne plan did 
not propose the repealof the act of Jan. 14, 
1875, but rather suggested a method by which it 
could be carried into effect. It was not proposed 
to coerce any man into parting with his green- 
backs for 3.65-per-cent goid-bonds. The plan 
was simply to give the holders of the notes the 
option to fand them into a thirty-year gold-bond, 
bearing 8.65 or 4 per cent interest, and such 
bond to be 8 legal-tender in payment of old 
debts. No one would funds dollar of green- 
backs into euch a bond if it were worth less than 
the note. Bat it would beyond question be 
worth more than the present valueof green- 
backs. We have no doubt that such a legal- 
tender bond would be worth 90 from the start. 
Suppose two-thirds or three-fourths of the green- 
backs should run into such a bond by the volun- 
tary action of the people, the Goverument would 
then be able to redeem the residue by taking 
them in for taxes, and out of the stock of coin 
which it cam by that time have on hand without 
disturbing the money-markets. A legal-ender 
bond of the kind proposed would be a popular 
security, and the greenbacks would be quickly 
exchanged therefor by the general public.—Ep.]
